INDIAN AIRLINES 

Indian Airlines Employees' Provident Fund Regulations, 1955. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 45 of the Air 
Corporations Act, 1953 (27 of 1953), the Indian Airlines, 
with the previous approval of the Central Government, 
hereby mnk.es the following regulations further to amend 
the Indian Airlines Employees' Provident Fund Regulations. 
-955, namely ;- 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Airlines 
Employees' Provident Fund (Amendment) Regulations, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dote of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Airlines Employees’ Provident Fund Regu- 
lalions. 1955 : 

I 1 ) in regulation 3 — 

(n) In sub-regulation (i) clause (c), for the words "two 
representatives" the words "three representatives" 
shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-regulation (3) for the word "member" the 
word "trustee" shall be substituted; 

(2) in regulation 8. — 

(a) in sub-regulation (1). for the words "three mem- 
bers” the words "four trustees" shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-regulation (3), for the words, "their mem- 
bers" the word "them" shall be substituted; 

(3) in regulation 16,— 

(a) the word "and" occurring at the end of clause <h) 
shall be omitted; 

(b) after clause (iii) the following clauses ffiall he in- 
serted, namely : 

"(iv) credit the interest on the initial deposits brought 
into the fund by n member from the previous 
employer from the first of the month following 
the month in which the amount is credited to 
his account; 

tv) credit the interest on the amount to the extent 
of the premium paid out of provident fund 
account and recovered upon receipt of that 
amount after the payment under the Insurance 
Policy on matumity and credited to the mem- 
ber’s account from the first of the month 
following the month in which the amount i* 
credited; and 

(vi) credit the interest on the amount received from 
the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner in re- 
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repayment of Additional Dearness Allowance 
under the Additional Emoluments Compulsory 
Deposit Act, 1974 from the first of the month 
following the month in which the amount is 
credited to his Account," 

(4) in regulation 20,— 

fa) in sub-regulation (1), to clause (i), the following 
proviso shall be added, namely — 

“Provided that when a member has proceeded on 
leave preparatory to retirement, seventy five percent 
of the amount of subscription and interest ihercon 
standing to his credit in the Fund, shall, upon appli- 
cation made by him in that behalf to the competent 
authority, become payable to him;” 

(b) for sub-regulation (4), the following sub-regulation 
shall be substituted namely : — 

“Save as provided in sub-regulation (3) of regula- 
tion 23, when a member, having ceased to be an 
employee erf the Corporation, joins the service of a 
Government Department or a body corporate owned 
or controlled by the Government or a private 
organisation either governed by the Employees’ 
Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 
1952 or having a recognized provident fund, the 
amount of subscriptions and contributions, together 
with Interest thereon, shall not be paid to him, 
but shall b; transferred, with the consent of such 


Government department, or the private organization 
as the case may be, to his new provident fund 
account under that department, body corporate or 
private organization."
